In 
addition to identifying the lACUC-approved exceptions, this summary includes a brief explanation of the exceptions, as well as the species and number of animals affected. 

4) The attending veterinarian for this research facility has appropriate authority to ensure the provision of adequate veterinary care and to oversee the adequacy of other 
aspects of animal care and use. 
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
